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EWEB  LISTENS 

Being  a  public  utility  means  listening 
to  your  customers.  The  Eugene  Water 
&  Electric  Board  did  that  last  October 
when  its  elected  commissioners  adopted 
the  first  smart  meter  “opt-in”  program  in 
the  nation.  Customers  who  want  to  take 
advantage  of  new  services  (enhanced 
energy  monitoring,  new  billing  options, 
remote  start  and  stop  of  service,  better 
outage  and  leak  detection,  etc.)  can  choose 
to  have  a  new  meter  installed  to  enable 
enhanced  services. 

Those  who  do  not  want  the  services  will 
not  have  to  do  anything.  They  won’t  have 
to  “opt  out”  as  they  do  in  half  of  the  nation, 
where  more  than  50  million  advanced 
meters  already  are  in  service.  EWEB  also 
has  no  plans  to  levy  a  surcharge  for  reading 
meters  manually,  and  the  utility  has  taken 
steps  to  ensure  that  all  meters  will  have  UL 
certification  —  the  gold  standard  for  safety 
of  electrical  equipment. 

These  actions  were  preceded  by  more 
than  two  years  of  listening  to  customers, 
including  a  small  number  who  remain 
opposed  to  allowing  other  customers  a 
choice.  The  utility  solicited  additional  expert 
opinions  from  the  state  of  Oregon’s  chief 
epidemiologist,  the  local  health  authority 
and  other  medical  experts  to  help  understand 
what,  if  any,  health  risks  were  posed. 


Rather  than  “not  listening,”  as  a  recent 
viewpoint  claimed,  EWEB’s  actions  seem 
like  the  hallmark  of  a  public  utility  that 
not  only  is  listening  to  its  customers  but 
is  acting  in  their  best  interest  by  carefully 
exploring  and  adopting  sound  technology 
to  enhance  customer  service.

EW’s  “Biz  Beat”  April  9  noted  that  the 
new  Whole  Foods  store  “has  been  relatively 
uncontroversial”  but  was  challenged  when 
they  tried  to  locate  here  in  2006. 

In  2006,  there  was  enough  opposition 
to  stop  this  big  box  chain  store.  Last  year, 
when  the  City  Council  rubberstamped 
Whole  Foods’  request,  there  were  three 
people  who  spoke  in  opposition.  The  other 
two  were  the  owner  and  an  employee  of 
Sundance  Natural  Foods.  Whole  Foods 
is  being  brought  here  by  the  Giustina 
timber  company’s  real  estate  division 
—  a  company  that  sprays  poison  from 
helicopters  over  their  clearcuts. 

Eugene  is  a  more  complacent 
community  today,  with  little  civic  interest 
in  challenging  City  Hall.  A  decade  of 
ostensible  liberal  Democratic  control  has 
neutered  most  activists  (even  though  the 
real  power  is  held  by  the  Republican  city 
manager). 


Another  factor  is  the  decline  of  grassroots 
environmentalism,  a  national  problem,  not 
just  a  local  issue.

Democratic  politicians  (Kitty 
Piercy,  Peter  DeFazio,  John  Kitzhaber, 
President  Obama)  admit  climate  change  is 
happening  while  they  promote  policies  that 
make  climate  change  worse. 

Who  remembers  that  a  decade  and  a 
half  ago,  the  issue  of  Nike  sweatshops 
was  a  controversial  concern  for  many  UO 
students?

Seeing  Red 

INDIGENOUS  PERSPECTIVES  ON 
PEACE  AND  JUSTICE 

This  year  Lane  Community  College  embarked  on  a  Cultural  Competency 
Professional  Development  initiative  designed  as  educational  programs 
for  faculty  and  staff  about  the  history,  culture  and  current  experiences  of 
diverse  peoples  and  communities.  In  this  context,  the  Lane  Peace  Center 
Committee  chose  to  focus  our  upcoming  8th  annual  Peace  Symposium 
on  indigenous  peoples.  Our  purpose  is  to  look  at  the  history  and  culture  of  the  United 
States  from  an  indigenous  perspective,  to  borrow  a  phrase  from  one  of  our  keynote 
speakers,  Suzan  Harjo,  “Seeing  Red.” 

For  many  Americans,  our  national  narrative  and  mythology  casts  the  colonial 
settlers  as  brave  individuals  coming  to  a  new  frontier  and  overcoming  hardship  to 
establish  a  country  built  on  the  principles  of  freedom  and  democracy.  This  viewpoint 
holds  that  while  indigenous  people  existed,  they  were  scattered  nomadic  bands  who 
unfortunately  succumbed  to  diseases  inadvertently  carried  by  the  European  settlers. 
As  a  result,  it  was  a  virtually  empty  frontier  which  providence  had  provided  for  the 
Anglo  settlers. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  indigenous  peoples,  the  narrative  is  quite  different.  Far 
from  being  an  empty  land  at  the  time  Columbus  “discovered”  the  Americas,  about 
40  million  indigenous  people  lived  in  the  countries  we  now  call  Mexico,  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  At  the  same  time,  the  population  of  Western  and  Eastern  Europe  was 
about  50  million.  Instead  of  being  scattered  tribes,  Indians  were  farmers  and  builders, 
engineering  canals  in  Mexico  and  establishing  trade  routes  that  spanned  the  continent. 

According  to  our  second  keynote  speaker,  Dennis  Martinez,  Indians  lived  in  the 
Americas  for  hundreds  of  generations,  far  longer  than  the  United  States  has  existed. 
Survival  across  these  many  generations  required  an  intimate  relationship  with  the  land. 
For  example,  the  Salmon  People  of  the  Northwest  and  Buffalo  People  of  the  Great 
Plains  base  their  cultures  on  their  relationship  with  nature.  When  the  land  was  taken 
and  the  salmon  and  buffalo  driven  to  near  extinction,  indigenous  peoples  experienced 
cultural  genocide. 


If  we  accept  these  alternative  narratives  as  valid,  we  must  face  our  histories  and 
ourselves.  We  must  include  the  reality  that  the  settler  colonists  were  part  of  a  European 
culture  of  conquest  that  dated  back  to  the  Crusades.  The  land  was  brutally  taken  from 
indigenous  peoples.  Presidents  like  Andrew  Jackson  came  to  prominence  by  leading 
military  campaigns  intended  to  exterminate  whole  nations  of  Native  Americans 
to  make  room  for  white  settlers.  From  the  time  the  United  States  was  established 
under  the  banner  of  “continental  destiny”  until  the  early  1970s,  official  policy  toward 
Indians  alternated  between  annihilation  and  assimilation,  virtually  erasing  their  voices 
and  cultures  from  our  national  narrative. 

Today,  American  Indians  and  indigenous  peoples  everywhere  continue  to 
experience  an  assault  on  their  remaining  lands.  The  same  American  historical 
narratives  of  improvement  and  gain  are  still  leading  to  the  destruction  of  indigenous 
lands,  cultures  and  ways  of  life. 

There  is  much  to  gain  by  facing  our  histories  and  opening  ourselves  to  a  more 
complete  narrative  that  recognizes  the  experiences  of  all  people,  that  seeks  to  reconcile 
the  facts  and  take  responsibility. 

This  year’s  Lane  Peace  Symposium  is  entitled  “Seeing  Red:  Indigenous 
Perspectives  on  Peace  &  Justice.”  Our  keynote  speakers  are  Dennis  Martinez  and 
Suzan  Harjo.  President  Obama  awarded  Dr.  Harjo  the  Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom 
for  her  work  as  a  writer,  curator  and  activist,  improving  the  lives  of  Native  peoples. 
She  was  a  key  figure  in  the  passage  of  the  Native  American  Graves  Protection  and 
Repatriation  Act  and  the  American  Indian  Religious  Freedom  Act.  As  the  founder  of 
the  Morning  Star  Institute,  she  helped  to  found  and  curate  the  Smithsonian  National 
Museum  of  the  American  Indian. 

Dennis  Martinez  is  the  founder  of  the  Indigenous  Peoples  Restoration  Network.  He 
works  internationally  with  community-based  Indigenous  Peoples  on  cultural  rights, 
climate  change,  eco-cultural  restoration  and  bridging  Western  science  with  traditional 
ecological  knowledge.  He  is  a  recipient  of  an  Ecotrust  Indigenous  Conservation 
Leadership  award  for  Pacific  North  America. 

The  symposium  will  be  on  Thursday,  April  30,  at  Lane  Community  College,  with 
a  morning  session  in  the  Longhouse  from  10  am  to  12:30  pm  and  evening  session  in 
the  Center  for  Meeting  and  Learning  from  7  to  9:30  pm.  You  are  invited  to  attend.  For

THE  WAR  PRAYER 

Mark  Twain’s  “The  War  Prayer”  depicts 
a  group  of  hyper-religious  citizens  in  mid¬ 
prayer,  asking  God  to  bring  their  military 
boys  a  crushing  victory.

A 
new  eatery  coming?  Good  location  with  16 
parking  spaces,  but  weVe  seen  several 
restaurants  come  and  go  over  the  years.  Santa 
Fe  Burrito  Co.  was  one.  Asking  price  for  the 
property  is  $600,000. 

The  new  Oregon  Retailers  of  Cannabis

4J  BOARD  CANDIDATES 
FACE  OFF  APRIL  30 

What’s  better  than  a  Republican,  a  Democrat  and  a  Liber¬ 
tarian  running  against  each  other  for  a  spot  on  the  Eugene  4J 
school  board?  Watching  them  debate. 

On  April  30,  the  South  Hills  and  Southeast  Eugene  neigh¬ 
borhood  associations  will  host  their  4J  School  Board  Candidate 
Debate  between  incumbent  Jim  Torrey,  Kevin  Cronin  and  Da¬ 
vid  Nickles  for  Position  5  on  the  school  board.  Eugene  Weekly 
staff  writer  Rick  Levin  will  moderate. 

Kevin  Cronin,  regional  field  director  for  the  Democratic 
Party  of  Oregon,  says  he  was 
inspired  to  join  the  race  when 
he  heard  about  Oregon’s  low 
graduation  rates.  Cronin  says 
that,  at  25  years  old,  he  has  lived 
through  the  decline  of  educa¬ 
tion  funding  that  started  in  1990, 
when  Measure  5  passed  and 
changed  Oregon’s  system  for 
funding  schools. 

Cronin  calls  the  debate  a 
“healthy  exercise  in  democracy,”  adding  that  he  chose  to  run 
against  incumbent  Torrey  because  no  one  has  ever  opposed 
him.  “Torrey  is  basically  Goliath  and  I’m  David,”  Cronin  says, 
“and  I  think  it’s  important  we  have  this  talk  as  a  community.” 

Besides  funding,  Cronin  says  he’d  like  to  talk  about  trans¬ 
parency  at  the  debate.  “The  school  board  is  suing  the  Regis¬ 
ter-Guard  [over  a  public  records  request].  Why  are  they  doing 
that?  We  need  to  address  these  things.” 

Torrey,  a  Republican,  former  mayor  of  Eugene  and  4J 
school  board  member  since  2007,  says  he  has  not  participated 
in  a  school  board  candidate  debate  before. 

“I’m  actually  happy  about  the  fact  that  there  are  debates  and 
competitive  races  for  the  school  board,”  Torrey  says.  “It’s  im¬ 
portant  that  the  community  hears  what’s  going  on  in  schools, 
and  we  as  board  members  have  a  responsibility  to  answer  ques¬ 
tions  about  decisions  we’ve  made.” 

Torrey  says  there’s  no  question  that  school  funding  is  an 


extremely  important  issue,  adding  that  the  debate  is  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  “make  sure  the  public  understands  we  need  more  fund¬ 
ing  for  education,  but  we  need  to  do  it  on  a  statewide  basis,  not 
just  4J  or  the  city  of  Eugene.” 

With  new  4J  superintendent  Gustavo  Balderas  starting  July 
1,  Torrey  says,  now  is  a  particularly  important  time  to  be  in¬ 
volved.  “Frankly,  I’d  like  to  continue  being  on  the  board  to  help 
make  a  difference,”  Torrey  says. 

David  Nickles,  an  LCC  student  and  member  of  the  White- 
aker  Community  Council,  says  he  threw  his  hat  in  the  race  be¬ 
cause  his  son  will  soon  enter  the  4J  school  system,  and  Nickles’ 
own  time  as  a  4J  student  was  “not  a  pleasant  experience.” 

When  he  saw  that  Cronin  was  running  against  Torrey,  “I 
thought  he  might  be  a  worthy  challenger  for  Torrey,  and  a  good 
way  to  get  some  different  ideas  into  the  election  would  be  to 

enter  a  race  that  I  basically  have 
no  chance  of  winning.” 

Nickles  says  he  is  mostly 
participating  in  the  election  to 
“shake  things  up  a  little  bit  and 
make  the  other  guys  work  for 
it.” 

He  says  he’d  like  to  see  more 
school  choice  for  students,  and 
would  like  4J  to  recognize  that 
not  all  children  can  conform 
to  the  same  mold.  He  says  that  partisan  politics  are  turning 
schools  into  battlegrounds. 

While  other  4J  board  positions  are  contested.  Board  Posi¬ 
tion  5  is  the  only  one  in  which  all  candidates  agreed  to  debate 
on  April  30.  Event  organizer  Heather  Sielicki  says  candidates 
from  other  races  are  invited  to  attend  the  event  and  speak  with 
audience  members  before  and  after  the  debate. 

Position  5  candidates  will  field  questions  pre-selected  by  the 
Neighborhood  Leaders  Council  from  a  list  contributed  by  vari¬ 
ous  stakeholder  groups  and  community  members.  Mayor  Kitty 
Piercy  will  introduce  the  debate,  followed  by  opening  state¬ 
ments.  Organizers  have  allotted  an  hour  for  debate  and  half  an 
hour  for  audience  questions. 

The  4J  School  Board  Candidate  Debate  is  6:30  to  9  pm 
Thursday,  April  30,  at  Hilyard  Community  Center,  2580  Hi- 
lyard  St.  Submit  potential  debate  questions  to  amy@eugene- 
weekly.com.

PARENT  WANTS  MDRE 
DIVERSE  RDLEMDDELS  AT 
PRINCESS  FDR  A  DAY 

Mo  Young’s  5-year-old  daughter  loves  princesses.  In  fact,  she 
“decided  she  was  a  princess,”  says  Young,  a  longtime  community 
activist  and  parent. 

When  Young’s  daughter  came  home  from  a  princess  event  in 
tears  last  year,  crying  because  she  “wished  she  were  white,”  Young 
says  she  felt  “heartbroken.” 

“She’s  beautiful,  and  she  has  beautiful  dark  skin,”  she  says. 
“She  doesn’t  see  that  in  Eugene  a  lot,  or  in  Oregon  a  lot.” 

Now,  Young  says  she’s  encouraging  young  women  of  color  to 
volunteer  for  Princess  for  a  Day  on  May  3,  in  hopes  that  this  year’s 
event  will  feature  more  representation  for  young  girls  of  color. 

A  Family  for  Every  Child,  a  local  nonprofit  for  foster  children, 
has  put  on  Princess  for  a  Day  every  year  since  2010  —  young  girls 
glitz  up  in  pretty  dresses,  get  their  hair  done  and  dine  on  fancy 
snacks.  Foster  children  attend  free,  while  other  girls  from  the  com¬ 
munity  can  attend  for  $50. 

Young  female  volunteers  from  the  community  dress  up  as  fairy 
godmothers  to  help  do  hair  and  makeup  and  greet  the  incoming 
princesses.  Young  says  she  thinks  her  daughter  wouldn’t  have 
been  as  bothered  if  there  had  been  more  volunteers  of  color. 

Christy  Obie-Barrett,  executive  director  of  A  Family  for  Every 
Child,  says  that  the  nonprofit  welcomes  all  people  at  Princess  for 
a  Day,  adding  that  she  would  love  to  see  more  women  of  color  at 
the  event. 


“It  is  always  important  for  our  girls  to  be  able  to  look  up  to 
women  they  can  feel  a  connection  to,”  she  says. 

Young  adopted  her  daughter  about  four  years  ago,  and  although 
Young  herself  is  biracial,  she  says,  “I  have  really  light  skin,  so  I 
don’t  know  what  it  feels  like  to  walk  in  the  skin  that  she’s  in.  We 
talk  a  lot  in  our  house  about  the  different  shades  that  black  people 
come  in,  but  this  particular  event  showed  me  that  all  of  us  really 
needed  to  be  talking  more  with  her,  even  at  4  years  old.” 

Young  says  that  even  though  her  daughter  wants  to  be  a  prin¬ 
cess,  all  the  princesses  she  sees  around  her  and  in  books  and  mov¬ 
ies  are  different  from  her.  Young  points  out  that  even  Tiana,  the 
only  African-American  Disney  princess,  has  perfecdy  straight 
hair. 

“We  go  out  of  our  way  to  find  books  and  media  she  can  see 
herself  in,”  she  says,  but  at  Princess  for  a  Day,  “she  saw  a  bunch  of 
princesses,  and  none  of  them  looked  like  her.” 

Obie-Barrett  says  that  the  event  has  always  had  at  least  one 
hairdresser  available  to  do  ethnic  hair,  and  her  African-American 
daughter  volunteers  as  a  hairdresser,  but  she  welcomes  the  idea  of 
recruiting  more  volunteers  of  color. 

“Unfortunately,  Eugene  is  not  a  really  diverse  community,” 
she  says,  “but  it’s  really  important  for  us  to  make  everybody  that 
comes  feel  special,  and  anything  that  adds  to  that,  we’re  happy  to 
do.” 

Young  says  she’s  not  sure  if  she’ll  bring  her  daughter  to  Prin¬ 
cess  for  a  Day  this  year,  but  she’s  hopeful  that  through  her  out¬ 
reach  efforts,  volunteers  will  step  forward  to  provide  more  diverse 
role  models  for  the  girls.

A  community  group  cleared  the  regulatory  hurdles 
and  is  holding  Earth  Day  in  the  Park  —  an  Earth  Day  al¬ 
ternative.  The  goal  of  Earth  Day  in  the  Park,  says  event 
organizer  Sabrina  Siegel,  is  to  bring  Earth  Day  back  to 
a  park  and  to  emphasize  the  urgency  of  the  issues  facing 
the  Earth. 

The  event  will  feature  a  bike  repair  workshop  by 
Paul’s  Bicycle  Way  of  Life,  an  assortment  of  live  music, 
a  planetary  healing  ceremony  and  more.  Mayor  Kitty 
Piercy  is  also  scheduled  to  speak. 

Earth  Day  has  been  an  “automatic  exercise  everyone 
goes  through  without  paying  attention  to  the  seriousness 
of  the  issue,”  organizer  Jack  Dresser  says.  The  aim  of 
the  new  event  is  to  “celebrate  what  we’ve  got  and  to  try 
to  figure  out  how  to  save  it,”  Dresser  says. 

If  the  park  isn’t  your  thing,  then  you  can  still  help 
save  the  world  by  getting  your  reuse  on  at  BRING  Re¬ 
cycling’s  44th  anniversary  party,  where  most  used  items 
will  be  on  sale  for  44  percent  off. 

The  party  will  feature  local  marimba  band  Kudana 
as  well  as  Hot  Mama’s  Wings  food  cart.  The  Science 
Factory  will  also  be  on  hand,  with  Earth  Day-themed 
children’s  activities. 

“The  best  way  to  help  the  planet  is  to  help  consume 
less  new  stuff,”  says  BRING  Recycling  Executive  Di¬ 
rector  Julie  Daniel,  and  people  can  help  by  buying  the 
items  for  home  improvement  projects  at  BRING.

wow  HALL  MEETING 
EXPECTED  TO  BE ‘LIVELY’ 

Sparks  could  fly  at  the  Community  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts  (CCPA),  aka  WOW  Hall,  annual 
membership  meeting  beginning  at  6:30  pm  Tuesday, 
April  28,  at  291  W.  8th  Ave.  The  agenda  for  the  meet¬ 
ing  includes  board  elections,  a  review  of  the  year,  the 
budget  and  likely  a  discussion  of  a  SWOT  (Strengths, 
Weaknesses,  Opportunities  and  Threats)  analysis  that’s 
critical  of  the  nonprofit’s  organization  and  procedures. 

The  40-page  SWOT  report  was  prepared  by  a  UO 
strategic  planning  class  and  has  identified  a  number  of 
inadequacies  in  the  way  the  WOW  Hall  is  currently 
being  run.  More  than  a  dozen  people  involved  in  the 
WOW  Hall  were  reportedly  interviewed  for  the  analy¬ 
sis  and  the  highest  number  of  comments  (21)  referred 
to  weaknesses  in  organization,  leadership,  administra¬ 
tion  and  direction.  Eight  comments  referred  to  “in- 
fighting.” 

One  of  the  “threats”  noted  in  the  report  was  a  con¬ 
cern  that  the  WOW  Hall  could  lose  its  tax-exempt  sta¬ 
tus  if  changes  are  not  made. 

Member  Chico  Schwab  tells  EW,  “As  a  longtime 
CCPA  member,  a  former  board  of  directors  member 
and  a  member  of  the  arts  community,  I  am  concerned.” 

The  board  will  meet  this  Thursday,  April  23,  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  membership  meeting,  says  Aaron  Dietrich, 
chair  of  the  board.  The  board  will  look  at  the  SWOT 
analysis  and  “review  and  vote  on  updated  job  descrip¬ 
tions  for  most  of  the  staff,”  Dietrich  says,  “along  with 
a  change  in  the  overall  organizational  chart.” 

Dietrich  expects  the  SWOT  report  to  come  up  at  the 
membership  meeting  April  28  and  “it  is  going  to  create 
some  lively  conversation  for  sure.”  The  report  is  not 
currently  posted  on  the  WOW  Hall  website. 

Five  out  of  nine  seats  will  be  open  for  re-election 
or  new  appointments.  Completing  their  terms  this 
year  are  board  members  Sean  Cannon,  Mayo  Finch, 
Craig  Lawrence,  Mike  Meyer  and  Sara  Shmigelsky. 
Continuing  on  the  board  will  be  Aaron  Dietrich,  McK¬ 
enzie  Goodwin,  Jacqueline  Hamer  and  Mike  Janes.

TRAP  KILLS  DOG  HIKING 
NEAR  LANE  COUNTY  PARK 


D2  the  dog  was  killed  by  a  beaver  trap  on  Friday,  April 
17,  while  on  a  walk  at  Hileman  Landing  County  Park  off 
River  Road.  Mo  Strader  and  Vonnie  Willard  have  owned 
and  loved  the  black  Lab  since  she  was  rehomed  to  them 
10  months  ago,  and  they  want  people  to  know  that  there 
could  still  be  traps  out  there. 

Strader  says  they  walk  the  dogs  at  Hileman  at  least 
five  days  a  week  and  have  been  going  there  for  around 
three  years.  Not  far  from  the  trail,  she  says,  is  a  creek  and 
a  pond  where  there  has  been  beaver  activity  this  year  and 
last  year.  Returning  from  a  3-mile  walk  with  Willard,  D2 
ran  up  a  little  hill  and  across  a  pond. 

Willard  writes  in  a  Facebook  post,  “All  I  heard  was 
a  yelp.” 

Strader  says  the  trap,  which  appears  to  be  a  conibear 
trap,  killed  D2  almost  instantaneously.  Hileman,  like 
many  Lane  County  parks,  is  popular  with  dog  walkers, 
hikers  and  families  with  children. 

The  Oregon  State  Police  investigated  and  say  the  trap 
that  killed  D2  was  legal  because  it  was  on  private  land 
and  the  owner  had  “made  attempts  to  fence  and  label  this 
property  as  private  in  the  past.”  Willard  says  OSP  also 
told  her  that  she  had  violated  leash  laws. 

The  Lane  County  and  OSP  investigations  took  several 
days.  County  Spokesman  Trevor  Steele  says  the  county 
also  determined  the  trap  was  on  private  land. 


Steele  says  the  boundary  was  unclear  in  the  area 
where  D2  was  killed,  but  the  property  owner  has  since 
posted  “no  trespassing  signs”  and  put  a  fence  across 
where  the  trail  crossed  out  of  the  park  onto  private  land. 

Willard  says  although  Oregon  law  does  not  require 
trapping  signs  to  be  posted  on  private  land,  “He  didn’t 
put  up  a  sign  knowing  people  use  the  park  every  day.” 
She  adds,  “He  knew  what  it  could  do.” 

This  is  not  the  first  dog  in  Oregon  caught  or  killed  in 
a  trap  set  to  catch  beaver  or  other  animals.  According  to 
advocacy  group  Predator  Defense  when  an  Australian 
shepherd  mix  named  Fritz  was  killed  in  a  conibear  trap 
in  January  2013,  it  was  the  third  dog  injured  or  killed  on 
or  very  close  to  public  lands  in  Oregon  within  a  year. 

Brooks  Fahy  of  Predator  Defense  says  a  dog  was 
trapped  and  injured  in  Bend  last  month.  Predator  De¬ 
fense  and  the  group  Trap  Free  Oregon  have  been  work¬ 
ing  to  change  or  end  trapping  in  the  state.  Fahy  says  the 
laws  on  trapping  “are  a  joke,  they  are  like  Swiss  cheese, 
in  so  many  ways  no  one  is  held  accountable.” 

Strader  and  Willard  are  asking  people  to  ensure  D2’s 
death  was  not  in  vain  and  help  them  work  to  change 
Oregon’s  trapping  laws.  “I  want  to  protect  people,” 
Willard  says.

•  The  Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  is  facing  a  $32 
million  deficit  in  the  next  two-year  budget  cycle,  and  cuts  are 
looming.  The  agency  is  in  a  bind  due  in  part  to  its  reliance  on 
revenues  from  fishing  and  hunting  licenses.  It’s  a  quandary.  Fishing 
license  fees  have  gone  up  while  there  are  fewer  fish  to  catch,  so 
fewer  people  go  fishing.  And  hunting  is  no  longer  such  a  big  part  of 
Oregon’s  culture,  at  least  not  in  urban  areas.  But  ODFW  is  a  key  player 
in  protecting  Oregon’s  fragile  waterways  that  are  under  pressure 
from  our  growing  population  and  climate  change.  It’s  in  Oregon’s  best 
interest  that  we  adequately  fund  ODFW  and  also  the  Oregon  Water 
Resources  Department,  and  the  logical  way  to  do  that  is  a 
combination  of  increased  commercial  and  recreation  fees  (they  are 
still  a  bargain)  and  new  general  funds  appropriated  through  the 
Legislature.  If  cuts  are  needed  at  ODFW,  district  and  field  biologists 
must  be  protected,  along  with  programs  affecting  water  quality  and 
endangered  species.  A  public  hearing  on  the  state  budget  is  coming 
up  in  Springfield  Thursday,  April  23.  See  Activist  Alert  this  week. 

•  We  share  the  jubilation  in  the  newsroom  of  The  Seattle  Times 
for  the  Pulitzer  Prize  they  just  won  for  their  tough  and  continuing 
coverage  of  the  Oso  landslide  stories.  That  daily  newspaper  is  not 
going  away,  unlike  our  disappearing  Oregonian  in  Portland.  It’s  all 
about  putting  real  resources  into  content  and  believing  in  the 
importance  of  print. 

•  Jon  Krakauer’s  new  book  Missoula  strikes  fiercely,  in  the 
classic  Krakauer  style,  at  a  crisis  of  sexual  assault  and  the  official 
response  in  this  Montana  college  town  with  its  beloved  athletes. 
Sound  familiar?  Our  concern  is  that  the  media  response  will  once 
again  ignore  the  universality  of  the  problem,  instead  trashing  only 
Missoula.  The  story  could  be  “Eugene”  or  “Corvallis”  or  “Seattle”  or 
“Tallahassee,”  but  maybe  this  is  the  route  we  have  to  take  to  see  a 
societal  response.

women’s  team 
heading  to  the 
touch  rugby  world  cup 


or  the  first  time  ever,  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  is  sending  a  women’s 
team  to  the  “touch  rugby”  world 
championships. 

UO  club  rugby  player  and 
Eugene  resident  Erika  Farias  is  one  of  the 
women  who  will  represent  the  nation  at  the 
Federation  of  International  Touch’s  8th  an¬ 
nual  World  Cup  in  Coffs  Harbour,  Austra¬ 
lia.  In  the  past,  the  U.S.  has  sent  only  men’s 
and  mixed  teams  to  the  world  champion¬ 
ship. 

From  April  29  until  May  3,  Farias  will 
compete  among  99  teams  from  25  differ¬ 
ent  nations  —  including  16  women’s  teams 
from  Singapore,  China,  Japan,  Fiji,  Niue, 
Scodand,  Wales,  South  Africa  and  more. 

Farias,  a  member  of  the  2014  All-Amer¬ 
ican  collegiate  rugby  second  team  and  a 
mgby  collegiate  conference  All-Star  every 
year  since  2011,  says  touch  mgby  differs 
from  traditional  “union  mgby”  mainly  be¬ 
cause  players  are  tagged  rather  than  tack¬ 
led. 

“Touch  mgby  is  a  really  inclusive  sport. 
It’s  all  ages,  all  genders,  and  it’s  a  sport  like 
none  other,”  Farias  says.  “But  not  a  lot  of 
people  know  about  touch,  or  know  it’s  a 
real  sport.” 

Each  touch  mgby  team  fields  only  six 
players  per  side,  rather  than  the  traditional 
15.  This  allows  for  a  faster,  more  challeng¬ 
ing  variation  of  the  original  sport  that  fo¬ 
cuses  less  on  “bmte  force”  and  more  on  the 


mnning  aspect  of  the  game. 

Farias  first  discovered  touch  mgby  in 
2007  as  a  sophomore  while  studying  over¬ 
seas  at  an  immersion  high  school  in  Singa¬ 
pore.  There,  she  played  junior  varsity  for 
one  game  before  getting  promoted  to  the 
varsity  team.  She  also  played  for  the  Pirate 
Touch  Football  Club  in  Singapore. 

“A  lot  of  women  stop  playing  sports  af¬ 
ter  high  school,”  says  Farias,  who  studied 
women’s  and  gender  studies  and  sociology 
at  the  UO.  “I  think  touch  mgby  is  one  of 
the  few  solutions  —  it’s  something  you  can 
pick  up  anywhere  and  play.” 

This  is  not  the  first  mgby-related  trip  to 
Australia  for  Farias,  who  also  was  invited 
to  join  the  under-20  national  team  for  Sin¬ 
gapore  and  compete  as  a  guest  in  the  2010 
National  Touch  League  competition. 

Although  her  team  did  not  perform  well 
in  the  tournament,  she  says  the  competitive 
experience  was  invaluable.  In  the  past  two 
years,  Farias  also  helped  the  Pordand  Hunt¬ 
ers  mixed  team  earn  gold  and  silver  medals 
during  national  competition  in  Orlando. 
Those  tournaments  helped  her  prepare  for 
the  upcoming  competition,  she  says. 

“I  believe  I  am  helping  drive  a  move¬ 
ment  to  advance  women  in  sports  to  make 
athletics  more  accessible  for  women  and 
girls  everywhere,”  Farias  writes  on  her  Go- 
FundMe  page,  which  she  is  using  to  raise 
money  for  the  trip.  To  follow  the  World

■didn’t  choose  to  teach  low-income,  first-generation 
®  ®  B  college  students  because  the  work  was  lucrative,  but 
B because  it  was  meaningful,”  Michael  Copperman 
B  writes  in  a  letter  to  the  University  of  Oregon 
B  English  Department,  where  he  teaches  composition 
to  at-risk  students  of  color. 

When  Copperman  took  his  full-time  position  nine  years 
ago,  he  writes,  “I  made  barely  $25,000  a  year.” 

The  UO,  like  schools  across  the  country,  has  long  relied 
on  part-time  and  non-career-track  faculty,  in  addition  to  its 
full-time  tenured  and  tenure-track  faculty,  to  teach  its 
students,  but  these  adjunct,  contingent  and  non-career 
faculty  —  the  names  are  varied  and  confusing  —  often 
make  far  less  money,  with  little  to  no  opportunity  for 
advancement  or  job  security. 

Twenty-two  percent  of  part-time  faculty  in  Oregon  are 
below  the  poverty  line,  according  to  a  study  by  Faculty 
Forward,  a  Service  Employees  Union  International- 
affiliated  group.  That’s  higher  than  the  16.2  percent  of 
Oregonians  in  general  that  the  U.S.  Census  says  are  below 
poverty. 

In  addition.  Faculty  Forward  says  that  12  percent  of 
Oregon’s  faculty  working  30  hours  or  less  are  near  poverty. 
Combined,  that’s  34  percent  of  the  part-time  faculty 
teaching  students  at  Oregon’s  colleges  and  universities  who 
are  living  near  or  below  poverty. 

Most  part-time  faculty  will  tell  you  that  while  their 
schedule  says  they  are  working  30  hours,  they  put  much 
more  time  into  their  teaching.  And  full-time  instructors, 
like  Copperman,  find  themselves  overworked  and 
underpaid,  despite  their  dedication. 

Now,  after  union  negotiations  and  collective  bargaining 
between  the  United  Academics  faculty  union  and  the  UO, 
Copperman  says  he  got  a  raise,  but  “I  teach  nine  classes 
and  pick  up  another  summer  class  so  as  to  not  run  out  of 
money  in  August.” 

Karen  Creighton,  a  long-time  adjunct  instructor  in  the 
UO  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Recreation, 
says  teaching  “for  15  years  and  to  be  termed  adjunct  or 
temporary  didn’t  feel  good.”  She  says  that,  until  recently, 
she  and  her  fellow  adjuncts  in  PE,  who  also  taught  part- 
time,  didn’t  qualify  for  benefits,  though  they  did  get  nine- 
month  contracts,  unlike  colleagues  in  other  departments 
who  teach  term-to-term. 

Adjuncts  and  non-career  faculty  are  underpaid  and 
unrecognized  nationwide.  At  the  University  of  Oregon, 


United  Academics,  which  is  made  up  of  faculty  from 
instructors  to  tenured  professors,  has  sought  to  change  the 
status  of  adjuncts  and  give  those  adjuncts  and  other  non¬ 
permanent  faculty  a  leg  up. 

Recent  changes  to  the  collective  bargaining  agreement 
(CBA)  seek  to  improve  wages  and  job  stability  for  teachers 
across  campus  who  have  long  taught  key  courses,  often  for 
low  wages  and  little  recognition. 

CAREER  POVERTY 

A  recent  study  by  the  University  of  California-Berkeley 
Labor  Center  drew  attention  to  just  how  desperately  poor 
contingent  faculty  have  become  nationwide.  It  found  25 
percent  of  part-time  faculty  and  their  families  are  enrolled 
in  a  public  assistance  program. 

According  to  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  (AAUP),  “contingent”  faculty  includes  both 
part-  and  full-time  non-tenure-track  faculty  with  the 
common  characteristic  “that  their  institutions  make  little  or 
no  long-term  commitment  to  them.” 

In  contrast,  faculty  members  on  the  tenure  track  have  an 
expectation  of  continued  employment,  and  if  they  get 
tenure  their  long-term  job  is  almost  assured  —  tenure  is 
intended  to  protect  academic  freedom.  The  AAUP  says 
that,  “Non-tenure-track  positions  of  all  types  now  account 
for  76  percent  of  all  instructional  staff  appointments  in 
American  higher  education.” 

At  the  UO,  United  Academics  President  Michael 
Dreiling  says  adjunct  teaching  means  you  often  have 
people  teaching  year  after  year  without  benefits  or 
advancement. 

In  the  esoteric  world  of  academia,  there  are  a  lot  of 
different  words  for  faculty  members;  many  students  don’t 
know  the  difference  between  an  assistant  professor  who 
has  not  yet  earned  tenure  or  an  associate  or  full  professor 
with  all  the  job  security  tenure  provides.  The  UO,  like 
colleges  and  universities  across  the  country,  has  a  number 
of  names  for  its  non-tenure-oriented  teaching  staff,  from 
adjuncts  who  teach  term-to-term  to  full-time  instructors  to 
post-docs  to  lecturers. 

Many  students  also  don’t  know  that  some  of  their  favorite 
instructors  are  just  that,  “instructors”  with  no  job  security 
year  to  year  or  even  from  one  three-month  term  to  the  next. 
Even  the  UO  keeps  that  unclear  on  its  admissions  website, 
listing  86  percent  of  its  seminars  and  79  percent  of  its 


lectures  as  taught  by  faculty  —  but  not  what  kind  of  faculty. 

According  to  data  provided  by  Tobin  Klinger,  UO’s 
senior  director  of  Public  Affairs  Communications,  in  2013 
the  school  had  719  tenured  and  tenure-track  faculty,  704 
non-tenure-track  faculty  (NTTF)  and  503  adjunct/visiting 
faculty. 

Erin  Moberg,  a  graduate  teaching  fellow  in  Romance 
Languages  and  Graduate  Teaching  Fellows  Federation 
(GTFF)  union  vice  president  for  political  education,  says, 
“I  didn’t  know  much  about  adjunct  rights  and  issues”  until 
the  GTFF  began  its  own  bargaining.  “I  think  that  speaks  to 
that  the  administration  silences  the  role  of  adjuncts,”  she 
says. 

When  the  GTFF  went  on  strike  last  fall,  Moberg  says 
some  adjuncts  said  they  would  not  picket  out  of  fear  for 
their  jobs. 

Ironically,  Moberg  says,  “adjuncts  and  students  form 
the  longest  and  closest  relationships.”  She  says  that  in 
language  instruction,  a  student  might  have  the  same 
instructor  for  two  or  more  years  and  “students  speak  highly 
of  adjuncts  compared  to  faculty  who  might  be  working  on 
their  own  projects.” 

Moberg,  a  doctoral  candidate,  soon  might  face  the 
question  of  whether  she  is  willing  to  be  an  adjunct  or  non¬ 
tenure-track  instructor  after  she  graduates,  and  she  says  she 
may  not  be  willing  to  uproot  herself  and  leave  everything 
behind  for  a  short-term  position.  But  looking  into  other 
career  opportunities  “does  mean  letting  go  of  the  goal  of 
this  degree,  which  is  a  privilege,  but  also  has  been  my 
whole  life.” 

As  with  adjuncts,  Moberg  says  grad  students  can  suffer 
from  contract  uncertainty,  and  the  GTFF  union  put 
language  in  place  during  bargaining  that  would  keep 
graduate  teaching  fellows  from  losing  teaching  positions  at 
the  last  minute.  Instead,  she  says,  some  departments  are 
waiting  until  two  weeks  before  the  term  to  give  GTFs  their 
teaching  contracts,  leaving  the  GTFs  uncertain  of  their 
teaching  and  financial  stability. 

That  instability,  whether  for  adjuncts  or  for  grad 
students,  is  bad  for  undergrads,  according  to  AAUP  and 
research  in  the  Journal  of  Economic  Perspectives,  which 
shows  that  increased  use  of  adjuncts  is  associated  with 
lower  student  outcomes,  not  because  the  adjuncts  are  bad 
teachers  but  because  of  high  workloads  and  often  little 
time  or  even  space  to  meet  students  outside  of  class.  Some 
adjuncts  teach  at  multiple  schools  to  make  ends  meet. 
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UNION  GOALS 

There  has  been  a  push  across  the  country  to  change  the 
status  of  faculty  members  who  find  themselves  making  a 
career  out  of  jobs  that  are  technically  non-career  track. 
Faculty  Forward  is  pushing  to  raise  adjunct  pay  to  $15,000 
a  course,  and  the  National  Adjunct  Walkout  Day  was 
staged  Feb.  25  at  schools  across  the  country  to  call 
attention  to  the  one  in  five  part-time  faculty  members 
living  below  the  poverty  line  nationwide  (Oregon  State 
held  adjunct  events,  but  if  anyone  at  the  UO  observed  the 
protest,  it  went  largely  unrecognized). 

At  the  UO,  Dreiling  says.  United  Academics  (AAUP/ 
AFT  Local  3209,  AFL-CIO)  has  changed  the  status  of  at 
least  300  adjuncts  on  campus.  Under  collective  bargaining 
last  year  the  union  developed  a  process  to  evaluate  the 
more  than  400  adjunct  positions  on  campus  for  possible 
reclassification  to  career  non-tenure-track  faculty  positions, 
meaning  around  300  teachers  went  from  employment  that 
could  be  uncertain  from  fall  to  winter  term  to  a  career- 
track  position. 

According  to  Klinger’s  data,  the  numbers  of  adjunct/ 
visiting  faculty  in  2014  dropped  from  503  to  393  and  the 
number  of  NTTF  went  up  from  704  to  846,  after  the 
implementation  of  the  collective  bargaining  agreement. 

A  goal  of  reclassification  was  removing  the  reliance  of 
the  university  on  term-to-term  instructors,  who  lack 
employment  security,  Dreiling  says.  In  the  current  contract, 
if  a  department  is  employing  a  faculty  member  term-to- 
term,  they  can’t  do  so  beyond  three  years;  that  faculty 
member  needs  to  be  reclassified  as  a  career  position. 

So  last  spring,  faculty  who  met  certain  conditions  — 
length  of  term  of  employment,  years  in  service,  teaching 
responsibilities  —  were  evaluated  for  reclassification. 
“Faculty  who  are  doing  their  job  and  doing  it  well  have  the 
opportunity  for  security  and  professional  development,” 
Dreiling  says. 

In  addition  to  reclassifying  many  adjuncts,  another 
change  called  for  and  executed  in  the  CBA  is  a  change  in 


salaries,  he  says.  UA  negotiated  a  “salary  floor,”  essentially 
creating  a  minimum  wage,  which  Dreiling  says  did  not 
exist  before.  Instructors  in  phys  ed  were  making  less  than 
$19,000  a  year  on  average  —  ironic,  given  the  UO’s 
notorious  focus  on  sports. 

Klinger  says  information  about  salaries  across  campus 
“isn’t  data  that  we  have  readily  available.”  According  to 
data  submitted  to  The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education’s 
Adjunct  Project,  a  course  in  linguistics  or  art  might  pay 
around  $2,500,  and  English  and  composition  range  from 
$2,800  to  $3,000.  Earth  Sciences  lists  the  highest  pay  for 
the  UO  on  the  Adjunct  Project’s  webpage  at  $6,000. 

People  with  advanced  degrees  were  working  full-time 
and  earning  less  than  $26,000  a  year,  Dreiling  says.  “These 
are  people  with  advanced  degrees  and  committed  to  the 
teaching  mission  of  the  university.” 

CHANGES 

The  union,  in  its  efforts  to  improve  salaries  and 
teaching  conditions  across  campus,  is  also  up  against  the 
way  those  changes  get  implemented  by  administrators  and 
departments. 

For  Melissa  Hart,  who  spent  12  years  as  an  adjunct 
instructor  in  the  School  of  Journalism  and  Communication, 
some  of  the  changes  on  campus  were  negative.  Julie 
Newton,  Interim  Edwin  L.  Artzt  Dean,  says  the  SOJC 
looked  at  its  overall  needs  and  its  56-1  student  to  tenure- 
track  faculty  ratio  —  the  worst  of  any  accredited  high- 
ranking  journalism  school  in  the  country,  she  says  —  and 
began  to  restructure  positions  in  the  spring  of  2013  and, 
later,  reclassifed  adjunct  faculty. 

There  were  a  lot  of  positive  outcomes,  Newton  says  — 
the  school  has  added  a  number  of  new  faculty,  including 
two  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  faculty  members,  Brent  Walth 
and  Hector  Tobar,  to  its  roster.  And  the  SOJC  greatly 
reduced  its  number  of  adjuncts  as  well  as  reclassified  13 
adjunct  faculty  as  career  NTTF. 

For  Hart,  an  essayist  and  author  of  two  books  who  was 


not  one  of  the  faculty  hired  into  a  career  position,  the  result 
was  heartbreaking,  “They  took  the  union  stipulation”  to 
ensure  they  were  not  abusing  their  adjuncts  “very,  very 
seriously,”  but  that  meant  “some  of  us  who  were  thrilled  to 
be  there  got  cut.” 

She  loved  her  teaching.  Hart  says,  adding  “I’m  not  the 
kind  of  professional  writer  who  can  sit  in  my  house  all  day. 
I  love  to  share  what  I’ve  learned  and  help  people  start 
getting  published.” 

Hart  says,  “This  is  my  last  term  and  I’m  going  to 
disappear  into  the  sunset  after  12  years.” 

She  says  the  changes  have  “forced  me  to  be  creative,” 
and  she  will  now  be  teaching  at  a  distance  college  but  will 
miss  “sitting  around  the  big  table”  with  her  students  in 
person.  “Abuse  me,  please,  this  works  for  me,”  she  says  of 
her  adjunct  status. 

Newton  says  she  can’t  comment  on  personnel  issues 
but,  speaking  generally,  there  were  several  adjunct  faculty 
who  had  been  teaching  for  a  while  that  “we  could  not 
reclassify  because  of  the  way  the  positions  were  described 
in  the  reorganization.”  Of  Hart,  she  says,  “She’s  exceptional, 
a  beautiful  writer  and  very  fine  teacher  and  we  were 
fortunate  to  have  her  teaching  our  students.” 

Dreiling,  who  is  a  professor  in  sociology,  says  the  only 
thing  the  union  required  is  that  faculty  were  correctly 
classified,  but  because  the  SOJC’s  decision  to  consolidate 
part-time  positions  into  tenure-track  positions  happened  at 
the  same  time  as  the  union’s  reclassification,  some  people 
equated  the  change  with  the  union. 

The  union’s  goal  is  to  avoid  situations  where  people  are 
teaching  year  after  year  without  professional  long-term 
benefits  accruing,  Dreiling  says.  “There’s  nothing  in  the 
contract  that  bars  the  UO  from  hiring  from  professionals 
from  the  community  on  term-to-term  or  visiting  contracts.” 

Just  as  Moberg  frets  that  administrators  are  interpreting 
GTFF  union  language  in  ways  leading  to  unforeseen 
consequences,  Copperman,  who  was  reclassified  as  a 
senior  instructor  in  the  English  Department,  questions  how 
the  department  is  applying  the  collective  bargaining

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he  administration  silences 
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agreement.  His  NTFF  position  now  requires  nine  courses  a  year,  plus  “‘privileges’  of 
service  on  committees  and  governance  that  are  functionally  mandatory  and  are 
technically  10  percent  of  our  workload.” 

He  adds,  “The  dean  refuses  to  allow  English  the  flexibility  to  define  the  standard 
load  as  eight  within  English  for  faculty  like  myself.”  He  says  tenure-track  faculty  in 
English  and  his  supervisors  agreed  “that  applying  the  CBA  in  this  bizarre  way, 
balancing  the  CAS  [College  of  Arts  and  Sciences]  budget  on  the  backs  of  the  most 
vulnerable  and  underpaid  and  overworked  faculty  at  the  university,  is  unjust.” 

And  Copperman  says  they  joined  him  in  an  effort  to  lobby  the  dean  to  reduce  the 
workload  by  one  class  a  year  in  exchange  for  the  new  committee  and  governance 
workload.  But,  he  says,  “the  dean’s  office  basically  passed  the  buck.” 


Creighton,  who  is  active  in  the  union,  says  that  for  her  the  reclassification  means 
“more  respect,  like  your  work  is  valued.  Your  teaching  is  valued.”  The  addition  of  a 
salary  floor  meant  non-tenure  track  faculty  in  PE,  among  the  lowest  paid  on  campus, 
got  significant  raises.  Non-tenure-track  faculty  is  a  “much  better  place  to  be”  than  a 
term-to-term  adjunct,  she  says. 

The  changes  “acknowledge  that  teaching  is  an  important  field,  and  contact  with 
students  is  significant,”  Creighton  says. 

United  Academics  is  back  in  collective  bargaining  with  the  university  administration 
and  has  been  since  February.  Dreiling  says  currently  the  administration  has  offered  the 
union  0  percent  faculty  raises  for  the  first  year,  and  less  than  1  percent  merit  raises  for 
the  second  year  of  which  20  percent  would  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  deans.  “I  doubt 
that  money  will  find  its  way  into  adjunct  hands,”  he  says. 

The  fates  of  adjuncts  and  tenure-track  faculty  are  tied  together,  Dreiling  says.  He 
then  points  to  football  coach  Mark  Helfrich’s  recent  salary  hike  of  $3.15  million  for 
the  current  year,  yet  the  university  “can’t  get  together  a  respectful  offer  to  those  who 
teach  thousands  and  thousands  of  students  and  run  research  labs.” 

According  to  data  posted  by  the  UO’s  Office  of  Institutional  Research  comparing 
the  UO’s  salaries  to  other  members  of  the  Association  of  American  Universities,  the 
average  salary  for  tenured  and  tenure-track  professors  is  about  $18,000  less  than  the 
average  for  other  public  universities  in  the  AAU. 

“It’s  abysmal,”  Dreiling  says  of  the  UO’s  resistance  to  raises.  It  doesn’t  reflect  the 
commitment  to  what  a  flagship  university  ought  to  be  able  to  offer.” 

He  adds,  “To  shortchange  the  faculty  at  a  time  when  we  are  working  harder  than 
ever  is  insulting.”  ■

HOUND 

Sniffing  out  what 
you  shouldn’t  miss 
in  the  arts  this  week 


Maude  Kerns  Art  Center  is  in  the  thick  of  a 
retrospective  on  the  work  of  Charles  H.  Tatum, 
the  masterful  and  prolific  Oregon-based 
sculptor  in  wood  and  bronze  whose  work 
marked  the  link  between  modern  art  [think 
Matisse  and  Picasso]  and  its  African  origins. 
Patricia  Soltys,  Tatum’s  longtime  partner  and 
patron,  named  the  retrospective  A/r/coii  Roots 
for  that  reason.  “They  were  really  trying  to 
make  the  point  that  modern  art  has  deep 
African  roots,”  Soltys  tells  £W  over  the  phone 
from  Bandon,  referring  to  the  circle  of 
prominent  African-American  artists  Tatum 
worked  alongside  in  the  ’?0s  —  John 
Outterbridge,  Judson  Powell,  Charles  Dickson, 
Noah  Purifoy  —  at  the  Watts  Towers  Art  Center 
in  L.A.  Tatum  also  became  known  for  his  work 
on  the  19??  Albina  Mural  Project  in  Portland  as 
well  as  for  “The  Watchers”  and  “The  Middle 
Passage”  series,  the  latter  of  which  depicted 
“the  story  of  Africans  who  were  brought  to 
America  in  the  1600s  as  chattel”  in  four 
powerful  figurative  pieces.  Tatum  worked  up 
until  his  passing  in  2008,  after  a  battle  with 
bladder  cancer.  Soltys  notes  that  they  spent 
the  last  year  of  his  life  talking  about  his  art 
extensively.  “I  accumulated  as  much 
knowledge  about  the  work  that  I  could,”  she 
says.  The  work  on  view  is  Soltys’  entire 
collection,  which  is  the  majority  of  Tatum’s 
oeuvre.  Eugene  will  get  rare  and  intimate 


insight  into  Tatum’s  art  and  life  when  Soltys 
gives  an  exhibit  talk  6:30  pm  Thursday,  April 
30,  at  Maude  Kerns.  The  exhibit  runs  through 
May  15.  “Charles  Tatum  and  I  had  a  long  and 
complex  and  very  interesting  relationship,”  she 
says.  The  two  met  in  19?5  and  eventually  lived 
together  in  Bandon.  “I  fell  in  love  with  the  art 
and  learned  to  put  up  with  the  man,”  she  adds, 
laughing.  “I  was  happiest  when  I  could  hear  him 
out  in  the  shop  making  sculpting  noises.  It  was 
music  to  my  ears.”  To  read  the  full  story,  visit 
eugeneweekly.com.

THE  RESTLESS  AND 
THE  YOUNG 

Noah  Baumbach’s  While  We’re  Young  is  a 
wry  spin  on  the  midlife  crisis 

If  2013’s  Frances  Ha  seemed  a  litde  nicer  than  writer-director 
Noah  Baumbach’s  usual  fare  —  fewer  pointed  observations, 
more  gentleness  toward  his  characters,  no  matter  how  self- 
deluded  —  While  We're  Young  is  a  trip  back  to  slightly 
rougher  territory  (though  not  quite  as  rough  as  Greenberg). 
Sly  and  self-aware,  Baumbach  is  a  deeply  fair  storyteller,  giving 
his  characters  room  to  hang  themselves  and  room  to  get  their  shit 
together  all  at  once. 

Josh  (Ben  Stiller)  does  quite  a  lot  of  both.  A  fortysomething 
stalled  documentary  filmmaker  (it’s  a  running  joke  that  no  one 
really  knows  what  his  unfinished  10-year  project  is  about).  Josh 
lives  in  a  lovely  apartment  with  his  wife,  Cornelia  (Naomi  Watts). 
Cornelia,  a  film  producer,  is  the  daughter  of  an  acclaimed 
documentarian,  Leslie  (Charles  Grodin,  meandering  calmly 
through  the  film),  whose  success  is  something  Josh  can’t  look 
away  from,  even  as  he  tries  to  distance  himself. 

Their  best  friends,  Marina  (Maria  Dizzia)  and  Fletcher  (a 
smartly  cast  Adam  Horovitz),  are  new  parents,  distracted  but  eager 
to  induct  their  pals  into  the  baby  cult.  In  one  direction,  professional 
success;  in  the  other,  procreation  —  all  unattainable,  for  one 
reason  or  another.  Midlife  malaise  has  begun  to  set  in. 

Then  Jamie  (Adam  Driver)  and  Darby  (Amanda  Seyfried) 
wander  into  Josh’s  uninspired  adult-education  film  class.  Over 
dinner,  a  friendship  forms,  nebulous,  a  little  strange;  Jamie  and 
Darby  are  twentysomethings,  shiny  with  youth  and  possibility.  (If 
there’s  one  thing  that  strains  credibility,  it’s  Josh  and  Cornelia’s 
obliviousness  to  the  fact  that  Jamie  and  Darby’s  loft-living. 


artisan-ice-cream-making  Brooklyn  lifestyle  is,  at  this  point, 
hardly  unique.) 

Jamie  and  Darby  don’t  have  kids;  they  have  beach  parties  in  the 
street  and  visits  to  a  shaman  who  feeds  a  roomful  of  smiling 
strangers  a  vomit-inducing  hallucinogenic.  Their  relationship  with 
Josh  (and,  to  a  frustratingly  lesser  degree,  Cornelia)  quickly  shapes 
itself:  They  show  him  things,  remind  him  what  it  is  to  be  young, 
and  he  pays  for  dinner,  helps  Jamie  out  with  a  project,  says  yes  to 
things  he  doesn’t  want  to  agree  to  in  an  attempt  to  absorb  some  of 
what  he  sees  as  youthful  openness  and  generosity. 

While  We're  Young  is  wickedly  on  the  nose  in  its  depiction  of 
men  so  self -obsessed  they  can’t  see  who  they  really  are  —  or  who 
their  friends  are.  Wry,  pointedly  funny  and  painful  (the  baby  music 
class  must  be  one  of  the  circles  of  hell),  Baumbach’s  generational 
comedy  gradually  moves  Leslie  into  the  spotlight,  setting  up  Josh 
as  the  older  man’s  version  of  Jamie:  younger,  inspiringly/ 
aggravatingly  different,  focused  on  the  wrong  things.  Each 
generation  has  no  control  over  what  the  next  chooses  to  take  or 
discard  from  its  pile  of  carefully  hoarded  beliefs  and  priorities.  So 
why  stress  about  it? 

For  all  its  bite.  While  We  're  Young  is  a  reminder  that  doing  your  own 
thing  is  much  easier  when  you’re  not  worried  about  what  everyone  else 
—  peers,  elders,  smart-ass  kids  —  is  doing.  (Bijou  Metro)

Salt  Lake  City’s  Heartless  Breakers  play  a  brand  of  bombastic,  overwrought 
rock  ‘n’  roll  popularized  at  the  turn  of  the  millennium  —  a  style  known  as  emo. 

Vocalist  Chase  Griffis’  expressive  voice  sits  alongside  post-hardcore  screaming 
vocals.  Beneath  it  all,  aggressive  guitars  and  a  clamorous  rhythm  section 
intertwine,  creating  an  auditory  manifestation  of  adolescent  tension  and  release. 

But  Heartless  Breakers  also  blend  elements  of  hard  and  abrasive  music  with  a 
pop  sheen,  a  defining  characteristic  of  emo. 

“Many  of  the  bands  we’ve  been  compared  to  were  bands  we  listened  to  in  high 
school,”  guitarist  Matt  Mascarenas  tells  £W,  including  bands  like  Thrice,  Taking  Back 
Sunday,  The  Juliana  Theory  and  Brand  New. 

“Though  we’ve  never  had  a  specific  sound  in  mind,”  Macarenas  explains,  “our 
writing  process  isn’t  planned  out.  Our  music  is  simply  a  product  of  what  we  are 
collectively  feeling  at  the  time  we  are  writing.” 

Heartless  Breakers  are  touring  in  support  of  their  debut  full-length  album.  The 
Great  Give  Back,  out  now  on  Animal  Style  Records. 

The  group  put  out  an  EP  in  2013.  “We  chose  to  write  The  Great  Give  Back  with 
the  expectation  of  being  over  any  problems  or  subjects  expressed  on  the 
Prescriptions  £'P,”  Mascarenas  says,  “and  kept  our  minds  moving  forward.” 

“Most  of  us  have  played  in  Eugene  in  previous  bands,”  Mascarenas  continues, 
“though  this  will  be  our  first  time  there  as  Heartless  Breakers.  We  are  touring  with 
Sundressed,  who  has  played  Eugene  in  the  past,  and  they’ve  had  nothing  but  great 
experiences  to  share.  We  are  excited.”

AN  INDIE-CLASSICAL  EXPLOSION 

New  clossicol  ensemble  Sound  of  Lote  debuts.  Cherry  Blossom  Musical  Arts  hosts  o  showcase  and  more 


Like  the  blossoms  that  have  been  emerging  this  spring,  Oregon  classical  music  is 
entering  a  period  of  renewal.  Earlier  this  month,  we  told  you  about  the  young 
musicians  whoVe  just  started  the  new  Delgani  String  Quartet,  devoted  to  both 
classics  and  contemporary  sounds.  At  8  pm  Friday,  April  24,  Eugene  sees  the  debut 
of  another  exciting  young  ensemble  at  the  Broadway  House  concert  series  (911 W. 
Broadway,  686-9270).  Sound  of  Late  (Andrew  Stiefel,  viola  and  electronics;  Rebecca 
Olason,  horn;  Milo  Fultz,  double  bass;  Sarah  Pyle,  flutes;  Bryce  Caster,  violin)  performs 
music  by  leading  American  (including  Oregonian)  and  European  composers  such  as 
Finland’s  renowned  Kaija  Saariaho,  Italy’s  Salvatore  Sciarrino,  Daniel  Bernard  Roumain 
and  Ada  Gentile. 

The  ensemble  will  also  present  a  set  of  improvisations  inspired  by  the  venerable  Bay 
Area  composer  Pauline  Oliveros,  who  is  still  composing  in  her  80s.  Like  many  such 
groups  now  flowering  around  the  country,  Sound  of  Late  cheerfully  crosses  artificial  genre 
boundaries  and  reaches  out  beyond  their  music  stands  to  connect  today’s  sounds  to  their 
community.  This  show  launches  the  ensemble’s  inaugural  tour  of  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

Speaking  of  classical  music  in  bloom,  Eugene’s  music  nonprofit.  Cherry  Blossom 
Musical  Arts,  has  been  revivifying  Oregon  music  for  years,  with  founders  Paul  Safar 
(who  last  year  won  the  Oregon  Music  Teachers  Association  composer  of  the  year  award) 
and  Nancy  Wood  garnering  deserved  laurels  for  their  performances  of  Safar ’s  listener- 
friendly  original  music  around  the  state. 

Safar ’s  entertaining,  inventive  new  music  gets  a  much-deserved  local  showcase  7:30 
pm  Saturday,  April  25,  at  First  Christian  Church  (1166  Oak  St.).  Performers  include 

Delgani  String  Quartet,  Pickles  and  Peppers  Clarinet  Quartet,  actor  Richard 
Leebrick,  juggler  Andrew  Teem,  Ben  Farrell  and  much  more. 

A  versatile  composer  who’s  written  rock,  pop  and  jazz  over  a  25-year  career,  Safar  has 
lately  been  blending  these  elements  into  some  of  Oregon’s  finest  original,  classically 


informed  music  written  today.  His  partner.  Wood,  sings  much  of  it  with  theatrical  flair  and 
classical  nuance. 

This  weekend  also  offers  an  opera-tunity  to  hear  older  music  when  the  award-winning 
UO  Opera  Ensemble  performs  Engelbert  Humperdinck’s  greatest  hit  —  the  German 
composer’s  1893  version  oi  Hansel  and  Gretel,  by  the  Brothers  Grimm,  at  7:30  pm  Friday, 
April  24,  and  3  pm  Sunday,  April  26,  at  the  Hult  Center’s  Soreng  Theater.  They’ll  perform 
in  German  with  projected  English-language  supertitles. 

Chamber  Music  Amici  looks  even  farther  back  —  to  the  18th-century  Baroque  and 
Classical  eras,  when  they  welcome  oboist  Allan  Vogel  and  flutist  Janice  Tipton  to  The 
Shedd  to  play  music  by  the  most  renowned  Baroque  composer  of  his  time,  Georg  Philipp 
Telemann,  as  well  as  that  of  his  contemporary  Johann  Fasch,  and  the  youngest  son  of  one 
of  their  contemporaries,  Johann  Christian  Bach,  who  taught  the  young  Mozart.  Cellist 
Steven  Pologe,  violist  Holland  Phillips,  harpsichordist  Julia  Brown  and  violinists  Pilar 
Bradshaw  and  Sharon  Schuman  join  Vogel,  one  of  the  great  oboists  of  our  time,  who 
has  made  many  appearances  at  the  Oregon  Bach  Festival  and  Chamber  Music  Northwest. 

The  Shedd  is  also  the  place  to  hear  singer-songwriter  Chico  Schwa ll  and  friends’ 
tribute  to  American  folk  songs  (by  Joe  Hill,  Woody  Guthrie,  Florence  Reece,  Phil  Ochs, 
Harry  Stamper  and  more),  celebrating  working  people  and  calling  for  social  and  economic 
justice,  7:30  pm  Thursday,  April  30.  With  rising  inequality  worse  in  this  country  than  any 
time  since  those  relatively  halcyon  days  of  protest  songs,  and  International  Workers’  Day 
(April  30),  the  show  is  a  timely  reminder  of  music’s  power  to  fight  injustice. 

Speaking  of  folk  music,  the  Eugene  Concert  Choir  joins  the  dozens  of  singers,  dancers 
and  instrumentalists  of  the  Willis  Clan  in  traditional  and  updated  Celtic  music  8  pm 
Saturday,  April  25,  at  the  Hult.  The  Stomptowners  and  Maldon  Meehan  Dancers  bring 
more  Irish  music  and  dance  to  a  house  concert  7  pm  Sunday,  May  3,  at  755  River  Rd. 
(Contact  mmeyer@efn.org).  ■ 


DREAMING  THE 
DREAM 

Cottage  Theatre  proves  community 
theaters  can  do  Les  Miserables  too 

Let’s  be  real:  At  least  80  percent  of  the  time,  taking 
on  a  production  of  Les  Miserables  is  a  bad  idea. 
“Ambitious”  doesn’t  begin  to  describe  this 
excruciatingly  melodramatic  1,500-page  historical 
novel-turned-stage  musical. 

Many  a  non-professional  theater  has  “taken  a  chance”  on 
the  epic  French  Revolution  story  and  ended  up  with  three 
straight  hours  of  nothing  but  strained,  yell-like  singing  and 
fake  blood  —  in  fact,  it’s  assumed  the  bragging  rights 
awarded  for  overcoming  Les  Miserables’  technical 
challenges  are  the  real  reason  to  produce  the  show. 

The  challenge,  then,  becomes  producing  the  musical  in 
such  a  way  as  to  distract  the  audience  from  how  damn  hard 
it  is,  and  this  is  (surprise,  surprise)  the  hardest  part. 

It’s  not  necessarily  expected  that  Cottage  Theatre  be  an 
exception  to  the  “bad  idea”  rule  —  and  in  some  ways, 
they’re  not.  The  surprise,  however,  is  how  many  things 
Cottage  gets  right. 

The  production  does  fall  victim  to  number  one  of  many 
potential  roadblocks:  the  initial  task  of  casting.  Les  Mis 
incorporates  more  than  30  named  characters  —  none  of 
which  is  without  a  nearly  impossible  vocal  solo. 

Kory  Weimer,  as  young,  heartfelt  revolutionary  Marius, 
was  insecure  in  several  vocal  passages.  Maia  Wilhour, 
playing  Marius’  ardent  and  unrequited  admirer  Eponine, 
did  a  similarly  passable  job;  of  the  leads,  these  two  were 
the  shakiest,  often  relying  on  pop-ish  glides  between  notes 
to  stay  in  tune  and  unable  to  keep  their  faces  from 
betraying  their  level  of  effort. 

What’s  remarkable,  though,  is  that  these  were  the  only 
two  prominent  performances  that  didn’t  quite  land. 
Patriarchal  lead  Jean  Valjean,  for  instance,  is  one  of  the  most 


difficult  and  coveted  roles  in  musical  theater  history,  and 
Fanny  Mitchell’s  acting  as  Valjean  was  both  intimate  and 
commanding,  accompanied  by  vocals  soaked  in  pathos  and 
a  tasteful  soul-spin  added  on  top  of  flawless  tuning. 

Tracy  Nygard,  as  suffering  single  mother  Fantine,  was 
an  equally  breathtaking  voice.  Where  Mitchell  took  a  more 
contemporary  approach,  Nygard  showed  off  her  formidable 
operatic  skill  —  her  rendition  of  “I  Dreamed  a  Dream” 
sounded  not  only  ethereally  effortless  but  emotionally 
authentic. 

The  quality  of  the  chorus  ensemble  (generally  number 
two  on  the  list  of  this  show’s  pitfalls)  didn’t  smack  one  bit 


of  “community  theater”  either.  Les  Miserables  is,  after  all, 
a  story  of  society  en  masse  rising  up  and  proving  its 
strength  and,  with  every  “pretend-to-be-talking-to-each- 
other-in-public”  scene,  this  ensemble  proved  it  was  no  less 
vital  than  the  leads.  Ensemble  acting  was  at  times  more 
convincing  than  lead  acting. 

Watching  this  production  is  a  transcendent  experience 
of  the  story  and  its  full-bodied  characters  —  not  bad  for  a 
show  in  which  everyone’s  secretly  waiting  for  something 
to  go  wrong.  ■

There  are  countless  websites  devoted  to  shaming 
men  with  boners  in  public,  and  that  doesn't  help  the  situation.  Despite  being  mortified,  deep  down  I 
want  to  believe  that  it  should  be  okay  to  go  about  my  business  as  long  as  I'm  not  being  creepy.  Is  it 
okay  to  just  go  about  my  business  until  my  hard-on  subsides? 

Bummed  Dver  Normal  Erotic  Raisings 

The  only  people  who’ll  notice  [or  linger  over]  your  unbidden  erections  are  the  ones  staring  at  your 
crotch— and  they’re  the  creeps,  BONER,  not  you.  So  go  about  your  business...  unless  you’re  at  the  pool, 
in  which  case  find  an  open  poolside  lounger  and  lie  on  your  stomach  until  the  crisis  passes. 

/  have  an  open  FWB  thing  going  with  a  guy.  He  is  my  primary  sex  partner.  We  recently  stopped  us¬ 
ing  condoms  when  we're  together  because  we  both  passed  STi  tests  several  months  ago  and  neither 
of  us  has  been  with  anyone  else  since.  But  we  are  both  free  to  have  sex  with  other  people,  and  it's 
bound  to  happen  sooner  or  later,  if  we  always  use  condoms  with  the  other  people,  is  it  safe  for  us  to 
continue  having  condom-free  sex  with  each  other? 

What's  The  Risk? 

Condoms— when  used  consistently  and  correctly— greatly  reduce  your  risk  of  acquiring  a  sexually  trans¬ 
mitted  infection.  They  provide  excellent  protection  against  HIV  infection,  gonorrhea,  and  chlamydia  [dis¬ 
eases  spread  by  genital  secretions];  they’re  slightly  less  effective  at  protecting  you  against  herpes,  HPV, 
and  syphilis  [diseases  spread  by  skin-to-skin  contact].  The  condom-free  sex  you’re  currently  having  with 
your  fuck  buddy  can  be  regarded  as  risk-free  because  you’ve  both  been  tested,  you’re  both  STI-free,  and 
you’re  both  not  having  sex  with  other  people.  But  some  risk  will  creep  into  your  condom-free  sex  after  you 
start  having  sex  with  other  people,  WTR— even  if  you’re  using  condoms.  Your  risk  of  getting  an  STI  will  be 
much,  much  lower  if  you  use  condoms— consistently  and  correctly— with  those  other  partners,  but  sex 
with  other  partners  will  introduce  some  risk. 

I'm  in  a  BDSM-centered  relationship  with  my  Master/boyfriend  and  wear  his  collar.  We  have  a  tumul¬ 
tuous  relationship  and  argue  often.  The  center  of  these  arguments  seems  to  be  that  i  see  myself 
as  a  strong  female  and  in  control  of  many  aspects  of  my  life,  and  he'd  rather  have  me  just  go  along 
with  whatever  he  says.  I  like  some  BDSM  play  in  the  bedroom,  but  he  wants  me  to  be  submissive  to 
him  24/7.  I've  wanted  breast  augmentation  for  many  years.  He  joined  me  at  the  first  consult  and 
was  talking  about  the  smallest  implants  possible.  I  have  a  small  chest,  and  he  is  attracted  to  small 
chests,  but  I  knew  I  wanted  something  more  substantial— especially  since  I  am  paying  for  it  and 
it's  my  body.  I  ended  up  going  bigger  than  what  he  wanted  without  telling  him,  and  he's  expressed 
anger  about  what  I  did  to  "his  body"  (he  believes  he  owns  my  body]  without  his  consent.  I  couldn't 
be  happier  with  my  boobs.  He  hates  them.  Now  I  just  don't  know  about  my  boyfriend.  I  love  him,  but  I 
feel  like  he  can't  remove  himself  from  decisions  I  make  for  myself. 

Tits  In  Trouble 

Your  Master/boyfriend  wants  a  slave/girlfriend— he  wants  [and  seems  to  think  he’s  in]  a  total  power  ex¬ 
change  relationship.  But  you  want  a  guy  who’s  your  equal  out  of  the  bedroom  [and  can’t  dictate  implant 
sizes  to  you  because  it’s  not  “his  body,”  it’s  yours]  and  a  fun  BDSM  play-partner/Master  in  the  bedroom. 
You  two  need  to  have  an  out-of-role  conversation/renegotiation  about  your  interests  in  kink,  and  your 
limits  and  his  expectations— and  if  you  can’t  get  on  the  same  page  [if  he  can’t  dial  it  way  back],  you’ll 
have  to  end  things. 

/  agreed  with  most  of  your  response  to  ADULT,  the  woman  whose  boyfriend  has  a  thing  for  diapers. 
She  said  she  didn't  enjoy  diaper  play  but  mentioned  that  she  got  wet  wearing  a  diaper.  You  wrote: 
"Something  about  being  put  in  a  diaper  turns  you  on."  I  have  to  disagree.  I  justfinished  a  great  book 
called  Come  as  You  Are  by  Emily  Nagoski,  and  she  cites  some  compelling  science  in  support  of  the 
idea  that  what  our  genitals  do  is  NDT  always  indicative  of  what  we  find  sexually  appealing.  It's  called
